ORCHESTRAL INTRODUCTION 


ACT l, Scene I—Faust's Study—The aged philosopher, vainly seeking the riddle 
of life, is arrested from taking poison by the song of young people passing by his 
window. Longing for youth, he calls upon Satan. Mephistopheles appears, 
shows: him Marguerite. Faust signs away his soul for Marguerite and is 
restored to youth. 


Scene lI—The Town Square. The Kermesse (Fair).—Valentine, about to depart 
to war, entrusts Marguerite to Siebel. Mephistopheles reads Siebel's hand, 
referring sneeringly to Marguerite. The sword of the angered Valentine, 
about to strike Mephistopheles, is rendered useless. "Valentine and his friends 
avert the evil spell by presenting their cross-shaped sword hilts at Satan. The 
crowd then dance the famous waltz, which is interrupted to allow Faust to 
present himself to Marguerite on her way from Church. 


ACT II—^Marguerite's Garden.—Siebel leaves a bouquet for Marguerite. Faust, 
alone, apostrophises Marguerite’s dwelling. Mephistopheles leaves a casket 
of jewels for Marguerite. The latter, spinning and singing, thinks of the hand- 
some stranger who spoke to her just now. Discovering the casket, Marguerite 
bedecks herself. Faust enters : Mephistopheles engages Martha, Marguerite's 
neighbour. The jewels, the night, the spell, work. In a declaration of love 
Faust and Marguerite part. Mephistopheles sends Faust back, knowing that 
Marguerite will appear at her window. She asks the stars to send her back 
her lover. Faust answers. 


ACT IlI—Outside the Church.—Siebel declares his enduring love for Marguerite. 
She, betrayed and deserted, still believes in Faust. Attempting to pray, she kneels 
outside the church, her voice mingling with those of the worshippers within. 
The invisible Mephistopheles reminds her of her guilt. She faints. Neighbours 
assist her home. . 


The soldiers, led by their band, return from the war. Valentine hears the sad 
story. Mephistopheles sings a mocking song outside Marguerite's house. 
Valentine comes out and is mortally. wounded by Faust in the ensuing duel. 
The dying Valentine curses Marguerite. 


ACT !V—The Prison.—Marguerite is condemned to death for slaying her child 
in sudden madness. Seeming at first to yield, she refuses to go with Faust when 
she recognises Mephistopheles. She prays to Heaven for protection, and dies. 
Ethereal voices sing of Marguerite's redemption. Faust is dragged away by 
Mephistopheles.
